AMP) Whole malicious reſtieſs ſpirits (notwithſtanding their often difappointments , 

though the wonderfull mercy of God, who hath hitherto infatuated their counlells, and 
alſo notwithſtanding the abundant grace and favour ſhewed them) are ſtill woꝛking by 
all the pernicious ways and means they can, to ſow ſeeds of ſedition, ſecretiy to undermine the Government 
eſtablicht within this Common-wealth, and to raiſe now troubles in the bowels of theſeNations.and involve 
them again in blood and confuſion, as is evident by their treaſonable Books and Pamphlets which they 
continually take the boldnels to diſperſe and publiſh; thinking thereby to poyſon the hearts of the well-affect- 
ed people, and withdzaw them from their obedience ; Therefoze His Highneſs upon advice with his Council, 
holding it molt neceſſary to reſtrain the confluence andacceis of that party, to the ſaid Cities of London and 
Weſtminſter and places adjoyning thereunto, doth hereby Publiſh, Command and Enjoyn, that all perſons abi⸗ 
ding and remaining within the Cities of London afidWeſtminſter, and late lines of Communication (not 
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of thoſe Malignant and ill⸗affected perſons, who have been in open hoſtility againſt the 
Conmon-weaith, and otherwiſe adhered unto.afſiſted,and abetted the Common Encmy, 


o have been at any time in Arms againſt the State, :

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-Adheredunto, oꝛ wittingly oꝛ willingly aſſiſted, encouraged, oꝛ abetted the Enennes thereof, do on oꝛ before 
the twelfth day of September inſtant (02 if any of them be under ſuch reſtraint, then within five days next af- 
ter their reſpective enlargement) depart out of the ſaidCities of London and Weſtminſter, and the late lines of 
Communication and all places within twenty miles thereof unlels it be the place of their conſtant habitation 
and reſidence foꝛ themſelves and their Families) as they will aniwer the contrary at their perills. And that 
no ſuch perſon do pzeſumeaffter the ſatd twelfth day of September, to come within the ſaid Cities of London and 
Weſtminſter, 62 late lines of Communication, within the time Hereafter limited. And His Highneſs doth com- 
mand the Loꝛd Maioꝛ and Aldermen of the City of London, and Juſtices of Peace within the Cities of Lon- 
don and Weſtminſter, and the Liberties, Suburbs and Pꝛecincts thereof. As alſo within the ſeveral Conn- 
ties of Middleſex, Hertford, Eſſex, Kent and Surrey, and the ſeveral and reſpective Officers of the Militia, as 
well within the ſaid Cities and Liberties, as the Boꝛough of Southwark, and Hamlets of the Tower of Loo- 
don in their reſpective Limits and Juriſdictions, to this purpoſe, to cauſe ſtrict wards and watches to be 
kept, and to make frequent and diligent ſearches foz, and appꝛehend oꝛ cauſe tobe a ppꝛehended, all and e- 
very ſuch perſonand perſons as afozelaid, who hall be found within the ſald Cities oz diſtance afozeſatd,after 
the ſaid twelfth day of this inſtant September, and foꝛthwith to certifie their names, qualities and other cir- 
cumſtances unto Hts Highneſs oꝛ Council, to the end that ſuchDffendo2s may be dealt withall, and pzocecded 
againſt, as diſturbers of the publick peace, and contemners of authozty. And all Sheriffs, Batilffs, Conſta- 
bles.Headboroughs and all Captains of guards, Officers andDouldiers; and others the good people of this 
Common⸗wealth, are required to be ayding and aſſiſting to the laid Juſtices of the Peace, Officers and Mint⸗ 
ſters in the due execution of theyzenuſſes. And to the end the deſigns and plots of the ſaid malignant and diſ- 
affected party may be the betterWiſcovered and pzevented; His Highneſs doth ſtraightiy charge and command 
all and every the ſaid perſon and perſons, ſo appointed to depart as afoꝛeſaid, (other then ſuchof them as are 
reſtrained by impꝛilonment as afozelaid, 02 ſuch ſicknels oz infirmity of body that they cannot travel with- 
out apparent danger of their lives, oꝛ that have ſuch luits in Law as inevitably require their perſonal pꝛe- 
ſence, ) do immediately repair to their ſeveral places of dwel ling oꝛ common abode, oz (not Having any certain 
abode)to the places of their birth, oz where their parents hall be then dwelling, and not return untill after 
the end of ſix Moneths, to be accounted from the time of publiſhing this our Pꝛoclamation. And His High- 
neſs doth admoniſh all thoſe whom this Pꝛoclamation doth concern, to be ſo wary as that His Highneſs have 
not juſt cauſe to make them examples of contempt, which he muſt and will do, if after the ſaid time limited fo: 
their departing as afozeſaid,any of them (hail be found to ſtay contrary to his ſaid direction herein.
